THE RECENT ATTACK: ~ 

ON PORT ARTHUR. : 


The Tokio correspondent of the N.C. D, 
News, wiring on the 28th ult, saysi—. 

An officer, who was with the Japanese 
sjuadron during the latest attacks on Port 
Arthur, gives the following account of the 
engagements :— 

The ‘combined fleets commenced their 
Movements as arranged for a further attack 
vn Port Arthur on the zoth inst., but owing 
to the inclemency of the weather operations 
were necessarily deferred for a day. On the 
zand we sent scouts towards, Port Arthur. 
On their way they met a Russian vessel in 
appearance like the transport Asan, and 
fired on her, but were unable to say whe: 
ther they did her any damage. 

At 3.30 a.m, on the 24th the vessels sent 
to block the mouth of the harbour made 
their dash on the pert. Four powerful 
searchlights were being worked by the Rus- 
sians and a brisk fire was opened as soon as 
the steamers were discovered. In con- 
sequence of the searchlights the Z'eashin 
Maru rava little off her course and ground- 
ed just east of the Liaotishan point. The 
Bushin Maru destroyed and sank herself 
about jou metres aft. of the Veashin Maru, 
The Hekuda dashed towards the lighthouse 
and grounded there with her bow pointing N. 
N. W. Another of the steamers, believed to 
be the Baya Mara, destroyed and sank her- 
self about two anda half cables’ length to 
the SE. of the Muskie Mara Another 
steamer, probably the Jinsen Maru, appeat- 
ud to be grounded close in below Golden 
Mill. | 

With great bravery the torpedg boats ac 
cumpanying the steamers went in under a 
heavy lite and tuok off the crews of thy sink.

On the night ol the 2yth inst, our des- 
troyers were divided into three parties, The 
first went lo Pigeon Bay; the second to 
Talicnwan, At neither place was any enemy 
fuund. ‘The third party attacked the ships 
at Port Arthur, under hostile fire. ‘The re- 
sult of their expedition has hot Leen ascer- 
tained. 

Aty aa on the 25th, our squadron 
visited Port Arthur agai and fuund the 
cruisers dskold and Novtk out- 
side, We attacked them and at the same 
lime shelled the inner harbour and town,

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THE LAW OF NAIIONS AND 
NEUTRALITY, 


In the peculiar circumstances of the present 
war questions relating to neutrality are of such 
great importance that we (vehe Chr nicle) 
ovaike no apology for returning toa subject the 
will undoubtedly Jonm large during the next 


few months. At the outset it may be well to 


point out, what seems tog ofien ignored, that 
the law of nations is not a bady of codified 
tegulations and rules binding upon all nations, 
but that in matters affecting international rela- 
tions each country isa law to itself save in so 
far as it may bea party to national ag: cements, 
such as The Hague Convention, having in view 
special objects. As an example of a common 
error in this matter, we pote that an esteemed 
Yokohama contemporary, discussing the ques- 
tion of the Russian squidron remaining at the 
French possession of Jibutil, remarks} “ As 
in time of war aa vessel of a belligerent 
Power can remain in a nentral port: mare 
han twenty-four hours, a) would) ap.ear 
that the Frenc Government has shown 
some latitude in sealing with the vessels, since, 
according to the Note received from the French 
Government, the warships did not leave

Wefore criticising the action of 
the French authorities in permitting he Russian 
ships to remain at Jibutil as a breach of inter- 
national law, Professor Akiyama might have 
taken the trouble to ascertain what were the 
avowe | priiciples- of the French Govern nent 
with regard to neutrality, and ifhe had referred 
to pr vious documents issued by France he 
would have saved himself from criticism as an 
authority on international Jaw who has a some- 
what deficient knowlege of his subject. What 
he represented as an infringement of the law of 
nations, justifying a serious protest from the 
Japanese Government, is cleasly the application 
to a particular case of long-standing traditions 
on the part of France, and therefore the proce-
